Now Equip Armies In This Country 
—President, After Long Study of 
Situation, Believés It Only Way to 
Bring About Peace 
i Washington, Feb. 4.—President 
| Wilson, by an executive order dated 
{yesterday and made public at the 


| White House last night, removed all | 


restrictions against the exportation of 
munitions of war into Mexico from 
the United States, placing the con- 
tending elements on a basis of equal- 
ity with respect to the purchase of 
arms and supplies in this country. 

The executive order emphasized 
that it was the desire of the United 
States to be in the “same position of 
neutrality toward the contending 
tactions in Mexico as were the other 
powers. 

Accompanying the order the White 
| House issued the following statement 
of explanation: 

“The exeeutive order under which 
the exportation of arms and ammuni- 
tion into Mexico is forbidden was a 
departure from the accepted prac- 
tices of neutrality—a deliberate de- 
parture from those practices under a 
well-considered joint resolution of 
congress determined upon in circum- 
stances which have now ceased to 
exist. 

“It was intended to discourage in- 

;ciplent revolts against the regularly 
{constituted authorities of Mexico. 
; Since that order was issued the cir- 
cumstances of the case have under- 
| gone a radical change. 
{ “There fg now no constitutional goy- 
ernment in Mexico, and the existence 
of this order hinders and delays the 
j very thing the government of the 
| United States is now insisting upon, 
namely, that Mexieo shall be left free 
to settle her own affairs and as soon 
as possible put them upon a consti- 
tutional footing by her own force and 
|counsel. The order is, therefore, re- 
| scinded.” 

American embassies and legations 
abroad were instructed last Saturday 
‘to inform foreign governments of the 
| above decision. Similarly, Secretary 
| Bryan late Monday informed the 
| members of the diplomatic corps here. 

This was in line with the policy of 
|the present administration of keeping 
the nations of the world informed of 
developments in the Mexican policy. 

The president's decision was 
reached after many months of careful 
study of the arms problem, and

The American temperament takes 
bankruptcy rather easily, too much 
so, no doubt. Unless fraud can be 
proved, it is rare that harsh things 
are said. A failure is regarded as 
more or less of an incident, simply a: 
experiment that did not work, but 
Which may leave a fellow wiser and 
more competent to succeed another 
time. Even the creditors often feel 
pretty good natured. Perhaps they 
have made more money than if the 
debtor had all along pursued a policy 
of safe conservatism. 

Theoretically the man who has 
failed is supposed to be crushed by 
the contrast between his former lux- 
ury and his present deprivation. Act- 
ually the creditors rarely take away 
the basic comforts of life. They feel 
that the debtor is a good spender, and 
there is motey in his carcass for 
them yet. They would rather have 
his friendship than his bottom dollar. 
FPortune’s wheel turns quickly in this 
country. 

The business world would go along 
more smoothly if business men were 
content to keep wider margins of 
safety. The average creditor may 
not suffer greatly from such a failure, 
if past profits are figured in. But 
there are always weak spots where 
one failure drags in‘a train of others, 
where the shaky concern is forced to 
the wall by the loss of a single credit. 

The lesson of these mischances 
should be clear to the average busi- 
ness man. It happens over and over 
again that millions of apparently sol- 
id assets have to be sold for a song, 
simply because creditors want their 
money. and won't wait. A business 
is strong only when it has quick as- 
sets in a liquid form, enough to pay 
the debts that may be called for in a 
hurry.

Two current newspaper items state 
that Ignace Paderewski, the pianist, 
has had to cancel his Pacific coast en- 
gagements, having collapsed as the 
result of persecution by Black Hand 
threats.

ANOTHER BATCH OF HEROES. | 

Thirty more certified heroes were 
created by the ‘Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission, in connection with their 
annual meeting. “This makes a total 
of 871 that so far have received re- 
wards. 

Most of the beneficiaries of these 
awards seem to be quiet or even ob-' 
scure people, the presence in whom of | 
possibilities of grand self sacrifice 
would not be guessed until some | 
moment of crisis. Lacking this 
chance for self devotion, they might 
pass through life with their possibili- 
ties unrecognized. The hero fund 
must be very valuable, in giving these 
fine and quiet persons a considerable 


reputation. This attracts attention to 
their worthiness, wins public confi-' 
dence, and helps’ give them better 


chances and broader opportunities in 
life. 

The commissioners’ records show 
awards to only about eight per cent | 
of the persons for whom application | 
was made for recognition as heroes, |

TAFT LEADS ATTACK

He said if anything could be 
done to recover the money of which 
Norris had said thousands of stock- 
holders were robbed, that 
should be taken in this direction.

But Miss Titcomb’s plan at 
Hagerstown cost the county $2500. In 
the long run, the popular diffusion of 
education thus obtained would be 
cheap at the price. But perhaps the 
county authorities would not believe 
it. 

In the meantime, the cheap distri- 
bution of library books through the 
post office would fill many gaps. The 
boys and girls would not feel quite 
the hankering for city glitter, if the 
rural delivery man had left the latest 
books for young folks. The farmer 
and his wife might not drowse off to 
sleep at 8 P. M., if there were fresh 
science, fiction, and travel about the 
evening lamp.

CIVILIZED WARFARE, 

The dispatches from Mexico have} 
® very gory sound, as the execution of} 
prisoners proceeds. They read much 
like warfare in Europe in the days of 
Gustavus Adolphus 300 years ago. 
Nothing like the summary execution 
of Francisco Guzman, just killed with- 
out any hearing by Gen. Villa, as a 
conspirator against President Madero, 
could have happened even as far back 
in American history as the colonial 
wars. 

The proceedings in Mexico after a 
battle sound very much like a 
butcher's shop. Still, if the prison- 
ers were paroled, according to modern 
fashion, they would soon be back with 
a stolen gun popping away again for 
the same old cause. 

Going back two or three centuries 
in Europe, the refusal to extend 
quarter in the more desperate fight- 
ing was seriously defended. When 
men declined to surrender to superior 
foree, it was held they prolonged 
slaughter. The sooner such last ditch 
men were cleaned out, the fewer 
widows and orphans would be cre- 
ated. 

The formal codes of war and the 
daily practice of soldier life have lost 
much of personal vindictiveness. Out- 
posts swap coffee and tobacco, and 
strict rules have to be made to pre- 
vent their eating, drinking, and play- 
ing cards together. Prisonére of war 
must be treated as well as your own 
troops. ‘They can be made to work, 
but their wages must be computed 
at the rates that would be paid home 
soldiers. When released, such pris- 
oners must receive these wages, min- 
us fair charge for maintenance. 

But many horrible barbarities, 
quite equal to the offhand slaughter 
of Mexico, still persist. Japan in- 
curred criticism in the war with Rus- 
sia, because high explosives were 
used in grenades, which caused the 
most hideous injuries, blowing off 
wholesale men’s limbs, parts of tte 
body or face. Today the English 
army has practically adopted the 
game equipment.

Care of the Hair.

THE ROOSEVELT SMILE 


IN ANCIENT SCULPTURE. 


Found !n Ruins of Vanished City, Cen- 
ter of Maya Civilization. 


The original of the “Roosevelt 
smile” has been discovered in the ruins 


of Quirigua, in the republic of Guate- 
| mala, fifty-seven miles from the Curib- 
bean sea, writes Sylvanus Griswold 
Morley to the National Geographic so- 
ciety at Washington. Quirigua, he says, 
was one of the older centers of the 
great Maya civilization. 

“Judging from the duted monuments 
which were erected in its several 
courts und plazas, this ancient Ameri- 
cun metropolis was abandoned cunne 
the first half of the sixth century 
D..” he says. “Toward the close a 
the sixth. century the Mayas moved 
out from the older centers of their 
civilization and migrated into Yucatan 
Uere in the stress of colonizing a new 
and unfamiliar Jand the remembrance 
of their former homes gradually feded 
until Quirigua became only a memory. 

“The exterior of one of the buildings 
recently unearthed was decorated with 
a curious sculptural mosaic. This de- 
sign, a Variation of the humorous head 
motive found throughout the Maya 


area, occurs at each of the four cor- | 


ners und in the middle of the back and 
side walls. 


“In this particular example the in- 


cisor teeth are as prominent as Colo- 


nel Roosevelt’s, and the tirst visitors | 


who saw the bead immediately called 
it the original Roosevelt smile.” 

A corporation interested in fruit 
cultivation purehased land in this vi- 
cinity, and through an arrangement 
with the School of American Archae- 
ology the systematic study of the 
ruins was undertaken. A dense trop- 


ical vegetation had overgrown the 
city, overthrowing its temples and 


palaces and reducing them to shape- 
less mounds. Public squares, once 
teeming with the life of a populous 
community, had become the haunt of 
the tiger, peccary, monkey, anteater 
and the infinite host of the tropical 
forest. As the work of 
proceeded there gradually 
the ground plan of what had original- 


ly been an imposing temple. 
More than 200 hieroglyphics have 
been discovered, but of these only

New York, Feb. 12.—Hans 
Schmidt, a priest, convicted of mur- 
dering Anna Aumuller, a domestic at 
St. Boniface Catholic church, was 
sentenced to die in the electric chair 
at Sing Sing some time during the 
week beginning March 23. 


Justice Davis, in the criminal 
branch of the supreme* court, pro- 
nounced sentence after Schmidt, 


through his counsel, T. J. McManus, 
announced he had nothing to say: 
Just before Schmidt was called into 
court, the newspaper men sent him a 
message asking him if he wished to 
make a statement. He sent back a 
carefully penned note as follows: 
“Beyond this vale of tears there is a 
life above, 

Unmeasured by the flight of years, 
and all that life is love.” 
Schmidt took hjs sentence with ab- 
solutely no show of, emotion. He 
stood erect before Davis and looked 
Straight at him, taking no _ notice 
whatever of any one else around him. 
When Davis put the question: “Have 
you anything to say before sentence 
is passed upon you?” he merely leaned 
slightly forward. There was a pause, 
and McManus moved for a new trial 
and a gtay of sentence. Both motions 

; were denied. 

Immediately sentence was _ pro- 
nounced, Deputy Sheriff Bowers 
stepped to the priest-murderer’s side 
with a pair of handcuffs. Schmidt 
turned to Bowers and coolly held out 

| his hands. : 

The prisoner wore a “tur overcoat

The broadest 
powers are conferred upon the presi- 
dent. 

The bill provides for a redemption 
fund, into which shall be paid 75 per 
cent of all moneys derived from the 
sale of public lands in Alaska or of the 
coal or mineral contents thereof.

Secretary of the Interior Lane is a

One of the most important points 
brought out in the examination of 
Johnson was that he navigated the 
Monroe with a steering compass that 
deviated as much as two degrees fr oa 
the standard magnet compass. 

He said the instrument was suffi- 
ciently true to run the ship, and that 
it was the custom of masters in the 
coastwise trade to use such com- 
passes. His steering compass, John- 
son testified, had never been adjusted 
in the one year he was master of the 
Monroe. 

‘he Monroe's captain told the story 
of the colliston and was exhaustively 
examined by the inspectors. He said 
he night of the collision was alter- 
aately clear and foggy. The Collision 
occurred during a fog. 

The first knowledge he had that the 
Nantucket was near him was when 
he heard a whistle three points off the 
starboard bow.

Questioned as to what action he 
took to find out through the wireless 
operator the proximity of other ves- 
sels Johnsen said he had instructed the 
operator to ascertain the location o! 
the steamer Hamilton, which he knew 
was coming down the coast. This 
vessel was located near the Delaware 
capes. 

The Nantucket must have been be- 
tween the Hamilton and the Monroe, 
Johnson said, but the operator on the 
Nantucket did not make his presence 
known. 

Johnson, when asked his views on 
the efficiency of the wireless in locat- 
ing vessels in fegs, said it was a great 
help. 

He added, however, that wireless 
operators do not bother about mes- 
fages they hear unless they are di- 
rected to the ship. Some operators, 
he said, do not answer questions about 
the Jocation of their ships.

When a retailer doubles his business, 
it does not usually 
doubles his expense for salespeople, 
rent, etc. He can then afford to sell 
cheaper. 

The retail business of the future will 
probably be more concentrated. Not 
into department stores in the large 
cities, but into enterprising, hustling 
stores serving the local community 
so well that they get a big business at 
home. 

The way to get this larger business, 
and thus help the consumer meet the 
cost of living, is to conduct systemat- 
fe campaigns if advertising. Any 
business can in this way grow to a 
size where it will become an efficient 
and economical distributing machine. 
Try it Mr. Merchant! Thereby you 
will go with the current of the times, 
instead of against it!

Because of the heavy list to 
Starboard only two beats could be 
launched. One was commanded by 
himself, Johnson said, and the cther 
by the chief officer. 

Johnson testitied his boat cleared 
the Monroe a little before the other 
boat. He admitted he left the ship 
with knowledge that there were other 
persons on the vessel, but asserted he 
Wanted to go around the stern to the 
port side, where he could save them. 
The starboard rail was under water. 
in his boat were James O'Connell, a 
negro woman, and several of his 
crew. He saw no one on the deck 
when he quit the ship. 

On the way around to the port side 
of the sinking Monroe, Johnson said, 
he saw a raft with four men on it and 
took them off. Altogether his boat 
saved twenty-eight or twenty-nine 
persons, he said. 

Asked if it would not have been 
better for him to go about the ship 
maintaining discipline and giving or- 
ders, Johnson said: 

“if I had walked around the deck 
seeing what others were doing there 
would have been about thirty more 
people dead.” 

‘To many questions why he did not 
cut loose al] the life rafts, the wit- 
ness replied he was very busy trying 
to get the boats away. Every person 
he saw on the decks or in the water, 
Johnson said, had on a life preserv- 
er with the exception of himself. 

In correcting part parts of the testi- 
mony he gave Wednesday, Johnson 
expressed the opinion that after the 
vessels sighted each other the col- 
lision could could not be avoided. 

The Nantucket stood a quarter of a 
mile astern of the Monroe, the wit- 
ness said, and did “remarkably well” 
in helping to save passengers and 
crew.

Few people, no matter how familiar 
with the ways of the sea, can lie down 
to quiet sleep with the sinister t@es 
of the fog whistle booming over their 
heads. ° , 

The landlubber has no conception of 
the thickness of these sea mists. It 
is a common occurrence for them to be 
so dense, that when one stands on the 
deck of the vessel, he can see his own 
shadow in the fog, cast by the lights 
behind him. 

Conflicting statements as to the way 
these ships were handled will be 
fought out in the courts. Whatever 
the verdict may be, this disaster 
should be a warning to the many ships 
that do not reduce their speeds suffi- 
ciently in fog-

During recent years an enormous 
share of the savings made by people 
of quite moderate means has been in- 
vested in stocks that are more or less 
speculative. Many people never grasp 
the difference between bonds and 
stocks. If a security bears the name 
of some prominent corporation, they 
do not ask how their interest stands 
related to that of other investors. 

The collapse of such securities as 
the New Haven and Boston and Maine 
railroads must lead many 
vestors to greater caution. They 


should reflect that when they buy 
stock they merely buy a share | 
of the profits after all expenses 


and debts.are paid, If this narrow 
margin is wiped out, they not merely 
Jose the dividend, but the price of the 
stock falls and much of their capital 
is gone. 

But when they buy a bond they buy 
a prior claim to the income of the 
company, taking precedence of all 
classes of stock. The company must 
at maturity pay the debt in full or 
confess bankruptcy. 

The illusive mirage of “rights” has 
been a golden hope that led investors 
into stocks, The companies had a 
delightful habit of assembling the 
children once in about so often, and 
carving rich and juicy “melons.” 

Most melons nowadays turn out to 
be lemons. The green pastures in 
which the corporations used to find 
milk and honey are today stubborn 
soils. The cost of operating any kind 
of a plant is increasing. The public

Inflammable Celluloid. 

Celluloid, being first cousin of gun- 
eotton and closely related to nitro- | 
glycerin, is highly inflammable and! 
should never be brought in close prox- | 
Celluloid is a com- 
pound of cellulose or vegetable fibrine, 
reduced by acids to gunecotton. Cellu- 
lose is found in all vegetable life, par- 
ticularly in young plants. It is a 
starchlike substance, Cotton fiber is 
principally cellulose, After the cotton 
fiber is cleaned it is submerged in 
acids, which quickly reduce it to cellu- 
lose in the form of a thick, pasty, sem/- 
transparent mass. Camphor is added 
further to thicken it, and the required 
eoloring mutter is thoroughly mixed 
in, after which the celluloid is molded 
by heat and pressure into*various use- 
ful and ornamental objects, such as 
combs, boxes, pins, paper cutters, or- 
naments, etc.—New York World.

THE WEATHER FOR JANUARY. 


Much cloudiness and frequent pre- 
cipitation marked the weather during 
January. With the exception of the 
cold wave of the 13th and 14th normal 
temperatures prevailed throughout 
the month. The mean temperature of 
25.8 degrees was 0.2 degree less than 
the average for the month, as com- 
pared with 36.0 degrees in January, 
1918 and 17.7 degrees in January 1912. 
The highest temperature reached was 
60 degrees on the 20th and the lowest 
12 degrees below zero on the 14th. 
The latter is the lowest temperature 
recorded since 1907. 

The total precipitation of 4.30 inches 
was .18 inch more than the normal 
amount and the most in January since 
1910. A measurable amount of rain 
or snow fell on 17 days, the most in 
one day being 1.04 inches on the 21st. 
The total snowfall of 11 inches was 5 
inches less than the average amount

dog whip from her jacket and began 
Striking at his face. 

Weardale was so astonished that he 
euld hardly move, while Lady Wear- 
dale began screaming for a policeman.

A detective placed the woman under 
arrest. A taxicab was called and 
Weardale was conveyed to his home.

INFANT MORTALITY. 

Miss Julia Lathrop, chief of the new 
federal Children’s Bureau, says in her 
first annual report, that 150,000 babies 
under one year of age die in a year as 
the result of neglect. 

Some one has remarked that it is 
more dangerous to be a baby 
five years of age than to be over 80 
years of age. The death rate is big- 
ger. 

It ig a curious fact that hard times 
decrease infant mortality. Prosperi- 
ty raises the baby death rate. For 
when times are goad, the mothers go 
into the mills. There they make the 
tragic trade of child life in exchange 
for the money that is supposed to buy 
more happiness and comfort. 

When the Lancashire mills of Eng- 
land were shut down as the result of 
the American Civil war and conse- 
quent cotton famine, the death rate of 
adults in that hungry and haggard 
district showed a marked increase. 
But the death rate of infants was 
smaller. 

The natural fo@d of infants, eren 
with an ill nourished mother, is more 
wholesome than food that seems bet- 
ter from the adult viewpoint, if it is 
accompanied by neglect. 

Of course the needless’ infant 
mortality is largely among the igno- 
rant population, a big slice of it in 


families of newcomers just arrived 


from the coarser sections of Europe. 
When the immigrant baby is sick, 
the doctor is the last one to be called. 
Previously a council of neighbors and 
friends is held. The conclave assem- 
les in the sick room, the men smok- 
ing. The air is nearly thick enough 
to stifle a well person, let alone the 
little bud of life fading out on the 
pillow. As a last resort the physician 
comes. But it is too late. 

“Doctor no good”

mentally depressing. 

In the year 1910 there was a gener- 
al clean-up of graft in a number of 
cities and states. The results were) 
widely accepted as rather permanent. 
The house of politics after abundant 
4blutions of disinfectants and purifiers 
seemed in fairly wholesome and 
sweet condition. The New York Na- 
tion, remarking on the improvement, 
said at that time: “It will be long be- 
fore things can get as bad at Albany, 
at Columbus, and at Pittsburgh, as 
they were before this work of house- 
cleaning was undertaken.” 

Perhaps the editorial prophet who 
wrote that forecast is not as confident 
of this regeneration as he was. This 
recurrence over and over again of 
the black trail of graft, through public 
departments, legislatures and _ city 
councils, is the most depressing feat- 
ure of American life. 

Even if it were possible to put a 
Jot of the grafters in jail, the tem- 
peramental good nature of the Ameri- 
can people would come to their relief. 
The opinion would be widely enter- 
tained that the disgrace of the thing 
had “punished them enough.” 

The shock of separation from com- 
fortable or even refined homes would 
awaken widespread sympathy. 
distress of their families would create 
pity. The plucky way.in which they 
accepted the inevitable would give 
rise almost to admiration. Petitions 
for their release would be freely 
signed in almost any business com- 
munity. 

Graft will go on and on in politics, 
until the grafters are put on the same| P 
plane as burglars, and are sentenced 
accordingly and the sentence execut- 
ed. Legal involutions need to be 
abbreviated, so that final justice can 
be meted out while the memory of 
Such acts is still fresh.

Tokio, Feb. 20.—That more than 
50,000 men, women and children have 
perished in the northern section of 
the empire, where millions are starv- 
ing as a result of the failure of the rice 
crop, is the information received from 
government investigators. 

The sovernment methods of relief 
have relieved the distress in a great 
measure, but an epidemic of disease 
has brokem out and the nurses and 
physicians sent to the stricken section 
have been unable to cone with the 
Situation. Volunteer doctors and 
hursés are now being enlisted to go to 
the scene.

that time, with the resylt that William 
Brown, the principal ship builder in | 


New York, undertook to build) from 
the designs of his partner. George | 


Steers, for the sum of $30,000 a schoon- 
er of not less than 140 tons. which he 
guaranteed would beat any craft of | 
her size in America and England, the 
purchasers to have the right of reject- | 
ing her in the event of her defeat. 

The First Race. 

Brown's offer was taken up, and so 
the America was built, On June 20, | 
1851, the America sailed for the other | 
side. The very day she reached the | 
Solent she soundly beat the British 
yacht Laverock ina little friendly race 
of about six miles-to Cowes, and the | 
British yachtsmen became so scared 
that for a time no owner could be in- 
duced to tackle the redoubtable Yan- | 
kee. | 

After issuing an abortive challenge | 
to race the America against any Brit- | 
ish yacht of any rig for any sum up 
to $50,000 Commodore Stevens, in de- 
spair of arranging anything in the na- 
ture of an international contest, en- 
tered the schooner for the Royal 
Yacht squadron regatta of Aug. 22, 
the prize being a eup of the value o? 
$500 presented by the club, 

The course was around the Isle of} 
Wight, and the result was a walkover 
for the America. Ont of a fleet of 
fourteen British yachts the only one to | 
show any speed at all was the Aurora, 
which finished second, twenty-four | 
minutes behind the America. 

Near the Needles the America pass- 
ed and saluted the royal yacht Victo- 
ria and Albert, in which Queen Victo- 
ria had gone down the Solent to meet 
the yachts. The story is told that the 
queen asked the signalman of the 
royzl yacht whether the racing vessels 
were in sight and, receiving a reply in 
the affirmative, inquired: * 

“Which is first?" 

“The America,” was the answer. 

“And which is second?” 

“Your majesty, there is no second.” 


An Unavailing Protest. 

After the race the owner of the Bril- 
liant lodged a protest against the Amer- 
ica on the score that she had failed to 
round the Nab light vessel, but as the 
Railing instructions supplied to Com- | 
modore Stevens did not meution the 
Nab as a mark of the course the pro- 
test was not upheld by the committee. 

And so the cup, which was destined 
to become the most famous trophy in 
thé realm of sport, was brought over 
here and for more than sixty years has 
Nefied all attempts at recapture. 


INDIAN ROAD BUILDERS. 


Redskins to Do Mile Stretch of the 
Lincoin Highway. , 

Indians will build a mile of the pro- 
posed transcontinental Lincoln high- 
Way, according to the plan of L. R 
Creel, Indian agent. who has charge 
of the Indians and Indian farm in the 
center of Skull Valley, Utah. Mr. Creel 
said: 

“Now that the Lincoin highway has 
been desizneted through the Indian 
form. | intend to build x mile of model 
highway across this property. The 
road at present is far from being good 
for automobiles, but by the time the 
touring travel starts next spring, I will 
have the best mile of road between 
Salt Lake and Ely. Nev.

QUEST OF EL DORADO. 


That Elusive Land of Gold and Jewels 
In South America. 

Guiana is bounded on the north by 
the great river Orinoco and on the 
south by the still greater river Ama- 
zon. These two grand rivers are con- 
aected with one another, the Cisiqui- 
ure, a branch from the Orinoco, falling 
into the Rio Negro, a tributary of the 
Amazon. Within. Guiana. itself ate 
many rivers of very considerable size. 

The kingdom of E] Dorado was re- 
puted to exist somewhere between the 
Rio Branco and the Essequibo, called 
by the Indians the Brother of the Ori- 
noco. Manoa, the capital, was said to 
be somewhere between the Rio Branco 
and the Rupununi, a tributary of the 
Essequibo. From the thirties of the 
sixteenth century some eighteen expe- 
ditions had been sent by the Spaniards 
to Guiana in search of the golden king- 
dom. Diego de Ordas, one of the cap- 
tains of Cortes at the conquest of Mex- 
ico, led the first attempt in 1531. After 
him followed many a brave cavalier, 
but all was in vain, and disasters as 
well as failure attended nearly all the 
expeditions. 

From a state paper in the public rec- 
ord office, London, it appears that in 
1580 persons who traveled in America 
had reported that there was a place 
where the women wore great plates of 
gold, covering their whole bodies like 
armor. In every cottage pearls were to

Use One of the Spark Plugs When You | 


Have No Matches. 

Did you ever while making an auto- 
mobile tour find yourself on a lonely 
country road, perhaps miles from the 
nearest house, and suddenly discover 
that you had no matches? If you 
were anxious to light the lamps or ea- 
ger for a smoke such a discovery 
would not prove at all conducive to 
the smoothness of your temper. 

There is a simple way in which any | 


| one may secure a light without the aid 


of matches. You may be anxious for 
a smoke or it may be getting dark and 
you want te light your lamp, but a 
any event you can secure the neces 
sary light if you will follow these di- 
rections: 

Unscrew one of the spark plugs and! 
let it lie on the cylinder bead. Wrap a | 
small wisp of waste around the end of | 
any small stick of wood or if there is 
none handy wrap it around the end of | 
a screwdriver or any other tool. Dip 
the waste in the gasoline until it is 
thoroughly soaked. Of course you 
should have only a very small piece of 
waste; otherwise the blaze will be too | 
big for you to hundle. After dipping | 
this in the gasoline lay it close to the | 
spark plug and turn the engine over un- | 
til this plug sparks. This will ignite | 
the waste and you will have a little 
torch sufficient for lighting your lamp. ! 
Even if there is a heavy rain or snow, 
you can secure a light in this manner 
sufficient for your needs.—Detroit Free 
Press.

raise the grade at School street 
bridge twelve feet will make matters 
infinitely worse than they are at pres- 
ent. 

“The subject matter of the abolition 
of grade crossings in this city has 
been thoroughly discussed and is 
clearly and definitely understood by 
the great majority of our citizens, and 
with very few exceptions they are all 
of the opinion that the so called “City 
plan” which had for its object the de- 
pression of the railroad tracks, was 
the preper method to use if the streets 
in our city which are located near the 
railroad would be worthy of the name 
of streets, and we feel that to make 
dead ends or toe discontinue the use 
of passage ways which have been in 
existence for almost one hundred 
years is bad policy if not bad busi- 
ness, and up until the early part of 
this: year there was no stronger advo-| 
cate for the so-called “City plan 


than our present Mayor, and it seems 
strange to us at least that a man who 
would hold decided opinions on any- 
thing for so many years would make 
such a change in a day or two. 

“We commend the gentlemen who 
are making a fight against the ac- 
ceptance of the raifroad’s plans, and 
trust they will ibe successful in their 
efforts to have the City plan accept- 
ed.”

“The government has been in fre- 
quent communication with the Unit- 
ed States regarding Mexico, where 
continued fighting has greatly preju- 
diced British interests,” said Ac- 
land. “All desire the pacification of 
Mexico. It is impossible to effect it by 
British intervention, however, and 
} we do not propose to make any at- 
tempt of that character, which woutd 
be both futile and impolitic.” 

That the exchange of communica- 
tions between the United States and 
Great Britain on the subject of Mex- 


}ico is regarded as of the highest im- 


portance was shown by ‘a subsequent 
statement from Acland that he would 
produce the documents relating to the 
Mexican situation only after the Unit- 
ed States had granted its permission 
for the revelation of confidential 
messages exchanged. He added: 

“It is undesirable to publish any- 
| thing in the meantime that is likely 
I to increase the danger to Britisn 
lives and property.” 

The last statement was taken to 
mean that all the pressure possible 
had been brought to bear on the Unit- 
ed States to induce her to intervene 
in Mexico and that the English sov- 
ernment feared both factions in that 
might object to such action 
by Mingland and molest its subjects. 

The replies of Acland to the in- 
terpellations of the Unionists failed 
to satisfy the opposition and the gov- 
ernment was pressed for details as to 
inteniions in regard to the execution 
of Benton. 

Foreign Secretary Grey finally rose 
to answer. He stated that Secretary 
Bryan had informed the British am- 
bassador in Washington that Benton 
had been court martialed and shot 
for attempting to kill General Villa. 
He said the foreign office had been 
communicating with Washington re- 
garding further action. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, said Grey, 
hed told Bryan that the public opinion 
of Europe was likely to be seriously 
affected by the action of Villa, which 
announcement was greeted by the 
members with a cheer. 

The foreign secretary assured the 
house that the government Was taking 
all possible steps to learn the facts 
of the Benton case and to secure full 
protection for its nationals in Mex- 
ico, but pointed out that the ay 


ment was powerless to take any 
Measures in the disturbed regions. 


VILLA IGNORES REQUEST | 


Body of BentCn Not Yet Turned Over 
to His Family 

Hl Paso, Tex., Feb. 24.—Interest} 
in the execution of William S. Ben- 
ton by General Villa continues with 
little abatement, but all eyes are on 
developments at Washington. 

Consul Edwards at Juarez said the 
state department's request that Ben- 
ton’s body be turned over to the 
widow had met with no response from 
Villa, who is at Chihuahua. The re- 
quest was telegraphed last Saturday, 
and it is reported that Consul 
Letcher at Chihuahua will renew his 
plea. 

Benton's friends assert that while 
Washington may for diplomatic rea- 
sons accept the official version of a 
court martial, which, the rebels al- 
leged, tried Benton and found him 
guilty of attempting Villa's life, | 
there is still no disposition omens

TAKEN FROM SINKING BOAT

Starving Crew of Fishermen 
Safely Landed at Boston 
Boston, Feb. 26.—Two days with- 
out food and water, Captain Brown 
and three men of the forty-foot fish- 
ing schooner Dolly Gray of Lockeport, 
N.S., were rescued far at sea by the 
schooner Mary, when their vessel 
was sinking fast, with all boats gone, 
a week ago, and landed here. 

The men, who left Lockeport @ 
week ago last Monday, took only 
some hardtack for food, because they 
expected to do only a day's fishing or 
make one set of their trawls. 

But they were caught unprepared in 
a ninety-mile southwest hurricane, 
blown off shore, and their little craft 
in an hour was practically a derelict. 

They had lost all hope of ever see- 
ing land again when Captain French 
and his men sighted their flag of dis- 
tress in the rigging and soon had the 
thankful quartet safe on -board.

Made by German Admiral In 
Bay of Manila 


A CONFLIGT OVER VISITS 


Could Have Been Avoided by an 
Official Protest of American Com- 
mander About Two “Trivial Inci- 
dents’—Von Diederichs Sheds Fur- 
ther Light on “Unfriendly Acts” 


Baden, Baden, Ger., Feb. 
Admiral Von Diederichs himself ad- 
mits he informed the British naval 
commander in Manila bay, at the 
time of the Spanish-American war, 
that he would shoot any American 
officer who attempted to board a 
German warship “to make inquiry and 
establish her identity” in carrying out 
the orders of Admiral Dewey. This 
admission was made in the course of 
a further narrative of events given 
to the press. 

The strained relations between 
Dewey and Von Diederichs arose over 
the visiting between the vessels of 
the various powers, which, accord- 
ing to Ven Diederichs’ story, was 
-quite promiscuous. He admitted 
there was a certain justice in Dew- 
ey’s complaint as to the German ships 
being constantly on the move, al- 
though this was necessary, and in no 
way meant to be unfriendly. 

The bulk of the German squadron 
was apout to be withdrawn, said 
Von Diederichs, when the conflict 
arose over the right of visitation, and 
he then decided to retain his whole 
force there. 

Ven Diederichs blamed Dewey for 
the clash, and intimated that it would 
never have arisen if the American 
commander had protested officially 
about two “trivial incidents.” These 
included the firing of shots by the 
Amcricans in order to stop two Ger- 
man pinnaces.
